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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment and reconsideration have been entered and considered but 
does not overcome the rejection for the following reason: 

Applicant states that the claims are drawn to immunogene therapy of type 1 
diabetes. Applicant's argument that Muir does not teach immune system functions, that 
it is not routine lab work because prevention of type 1 diabetes depends on dose and 
time of injection, and that Applicant has optimized time of injection and dose to induce 
immune tolerance. 

The argument has been fully considered and not found persuasive. 

The claims are drawn to a vaccine (a product) not to a method. As stated in the 
rejection of record, Muir discloses that GAD65 is a useful antigen in the treatment of 
type 1 diabetes and that vaccinia virus can be used for antigen delivery. The claims do 
not recite a time of delivery and Muir discloses a dose of vaccinia virus vaccine that 
meets the limitation recited in claim 11.
